DEDICATION  OF  MEMORIAL  TO  ABRAHAM  LINCOLN 
LINCOLN   CONSOLIDATED   SCHOOL 
May  4,  1938 

The  dedication  of  the  memorial  to  Abraham  Lincoln  on 
the  grounds  of  the  Lincoln  Consolidated  School  will  mark 
the  culmination  of  an  idea  conceived  a  year  and  a  half 
ago.   Early  in  the  fall  of  1936  Mr.  Sylvester  Jerry 
and  Mr.  Samuel  Cashwan  of  the  Michigan  Works  Progress 
Administration  came  to  Linco  In  School  to  inspect  the 
murals  which  had  just  been  completed  in  the  cafeteria 
of  the  school.   At  that  time  certain  members  of  the 
student  body  and  faculty  suggested  to  Mr.  Cashwan 
that  he  design  for  the  grounds  at  Lincoln  School  a 
memorial  to  Abraham  Lincoln  for  whom  the  school  is  named. 

Little  need  be  said  of  the  early  exchange  of  ideas 
between  Mr.  Cashwan  and  the  school.   However,  it  should 
be  recorded  that  he  finally  agreed  rather  reluctantly 
to  try  to  review  the  great  volume  of  historical  literature 
which  exists  concerning  the  great  Emanicipator .   After 
several  months  of  study  he  fixed  upon  the  conception 
of  Lincoln  as  found  in  the  books  "Abraham  Lincoln  - 
Prairie  Years"  and  "Abe  Lincoln  Crows  Up"  written  by 
Carl  Sandburg.   After  this  things  moved  more  rapidly. 
The  high  school  student  council  authorized  the  purchase 
of  materials.   Mr.  Cashwan  and  his  staff  of  artists  at 
the  W.P.A.  Art  Project  in  Detroit  sketched  and  discarded, 
designed  and  redesigned  until  just  as  the  school  year 
closed  last  June  there  emerged  the  plaster  model  of 
the  Lincoln  memorial  which  is  to  be  dedicated  next  Wednesday, 


This  plaster  model  was  about  once  and  a  half  life  size 
and  weighing  over  a  ton.   It  showed  a  Lincoln  of  mature 
years  wearing  the  shawl  so  characteristic  of  his  later  life. 
The  figure  of  Lincoln  was  standing  against  a  base  with 
hands  reaching  down  toward  small  figures  which  represented, 
different  phases  of  his  service  to  humanity. 

Buff  limestone  for  the  memoria.1  was  purchased  late 
in  the  summer  and  by  October  stone  cutters  were  at  work. 
Over  a  period  of  six  months  this  went  on  continuously 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Gashwan  until  now  only  the 
last  finishing  is  left.   Most  of  the  more  difficult 
cutting,  including  all  of  the  work  on  the  head  and  hands, 
is  being  done  by  Mr.  Cashwan. 

With  the  memorial  Hearing  completion  selection  of  a 
site  where  it  could  be  best  seen  became  important.   Several 
ideas  had  to  be  considered.   First,  where  would  the  memorial 
get  the  best  lighting  for  the  longest  period  of  time,  and 
second,  where  could  a  statue  which  stands  about  thirteen 
feet  above  the  ground,  be  placed.   With  regard  to  lighting 
the  artist  preferred  a  north  west  facing  preferrably 
with  trees  to  cast  shadows  across  the  figure  so  that  some 
part  of  the  face  would  be  continually  lighted  and  so  that 
shadows  would  create  high  lights  by  contrast  at  all  times. 
Because  of  the  height  a  spot  well  removed  from  the  building 
was  sought.   After  considering  several  sites  south  and  east 
of  the  building  the  artist  finally  recommended  a  spot  in 
the  south  east  corner  of  the  school  grounds  with  the  figure 


facing  the  east  entrance  of  the  school  building. 
This  places  the  memorial  among  a  group  of  large  trees 
and  gives  a  facing  west  of  north  as  desired. 

During  the  pa.st  week  the  students  of  the  school 
have  been  busy  putting  in  the  concrete  base  for  the 
statue  and  planting  shrubs  about  it,   Or  Friday  the 
statue  will  be  brought  from  Detroit  and  set,. 

On  Wednesday  May  fourth  at  t%o  o* clock  in  the 
afternoon  the  student  body  will  meet  before  the 
memorial  and  a  short  dedicatory  seivice  will  be  held. 
The  statue  will  be  unveiled,  and  the  memorial 
presented  to  the  community  by  the  student  council 
which  made  it  possible. 

A  long  list  of  guests  has  been  specially  invited 
to  attend  these  ceremonies  and  it  is  the  hope  of  the 
student  body  that  many  of  the  patrons  and  friends  of 
the  school  will  find  it  possible  to  attend.   The 
public  is  invited,
